SEPARATES BLOOD OF RACES. 


D enver Doctor S a y s He Can D istin ­ 
guish th e Different Corpuscles. 
Discoveries that may be of impor­ 
tance in criminology concerning the 
blood corpuscles of different races are 
about to be announced by Dr. A. L 
Bennett. Japanese consul of Denver, 
who bas made exhaustive experim ents 
in this direction and who says he can 
tell w hether a drop of dried blood 
comes from the body of an oriental, a 
negro or a white man.

The first opportunity for people 


living on rural routes to use the par- 
cels post will not present itself until 
Thursday 
morning, because New 


Year's day is a holiday for rural mail 
carriers. 


"The most 
important thing 
for 


patrons of the po.-tofiice to remem- 
ber," said Postmaster Charles Frazee 
today, "and the one in which they will 
most likely err. is that packages can 
not be sent by parcels post with the 
ordinary postage stamps that are now 
used." 


"A special stamp has been provid- 


ed for parcels post and can" be 'pnr.-'i 
chased only at the post-office or of 
the rural mail carriers. Patrons who 
put regular postage stamps on pack- 
ages intended for parcels post rates 
will not get the advantage of the par- 
eels post rate. They will have to pay 
regular first class rate of two cents 
an ounce, which is much in excess of 
the parcel- post rate." 


"And 
another tiling, that should be 


remembered is that all packages .sent 
by parcels post should bear the re- 
turn address. It should be written in 
a legible handwriting and should al- 
ways start with the word 'From.' 
Th« latter stipulation is very import- 
ant." 


"Packages to be sent by parrel* 


post should nut 
be scaled. 
They 


should be so wrapped that they can 
easily be examined of their contents. 
Neither should they be entwined with 
string so that it is next to impossible 
for the vlerk to examine them it' nec- 
essary." 


One st \.uUition of the parcels post 


law that b.as been generally overlook- 
ed, is the' fact 
that any package 


weighing up to and 
including four 


ounces is not governed by the zone 
rates. 
Such a parcel will travel to 


any xone. iii'-Jiiding. the insular pos- 
sessions, for :v • -at an ounce. 


The supplies 
• • the installation of 


parcels post hax'e been dribbing into 
the postollice a piece at a time until 
all ariived. The special scales, maps, 
guide books, rules and regulations 
and tape lines for rural mail carriers 
have all come. The scales were bro- 
.ken and had to be returned. Ordin- 
ary scales can be used until the new 
pair arrives. 
Rural carriers are re- 


quired to carry a 72-inch tape line 
because no bundle with a 
combined 


girth and length of more than 72 
inches is eligible to 
parcels 
post 


rates 


One of the regulations of the law 


bars intoxicating liquors from par- 
cels post. This has kicked up a row 
in Washington. D. C.. and a fight is 
being made by tke liquor interests to 
have it annulled. 


Books and printed matter can not 


be forwarded at parcels post rates, 
but only at the pound rates of third- 
class matter.'

If you were to take the Fourth of 


July and present it-to the 90,000,000 
or so citizens of this laud in 
mid- 


June, or if you were to grant them 
Christmas and all that goes with it 
early December, the upheaval would 
be no greater than it will be when 
Easter makes its untimely appear- 
ance in the blustering, stormy, cold, 
cheerless and altogether unliked and 
disagreeable month of March—the 
month of the great blizzard of '88, 


i and other regrettable things atmos- 
pheric. Whatever comfort there is in 
knowing that Easter came as earlv as 
this 57 years ago, or even, a 
day 


earlier in 1812, 
or even two days 


earlier in the year 381 A. D. in that 
part of the world known as Gaul— 
may be extracted at will.

STILL REMOTE 


Delegates Unable to Accomp- 


lish Anything, 


THE TURK BLOCKS THE GAME 


The Masterly Inactivity of the Ismail-: 


ites Again Has Secured an Adjourn-' 
ment of Peace Conference, and the j 
Weary Delegates of Balkan Allies] 
Have Come to the Conclusion That! 
the Sooner They Quit the Better. 


London, Dec. 31.—Again the Turks 


have succeeded 
in adjourning the 


peace conference in the St. James pic- 
ture galiery. Now the delegates will 
wait for tomorrow, when there may 
be some definite action taken on the 
demands of the allies concerning Mac- 
edonia and the Adrianople question. 


The Turkish envoys said that they 


must await instructions from Constan- 
tinople before taking up these import- 
ant matters. 
They intimated, how- 


ever, through Osman Xizami Pasha, 
that the. Turks may be willing to grant 
the demands of the little states in re- 
gard to Macedonia. 


"Not a single move of import has 


been made since the armistice was 
sifinei at Tchataldja," exclaimed one 
of the Balkan delegates after the ad- 
journment of the peace confereuce till 
tomorrow, and he added: 
"Judging 


by the attitude of the Ottoman dele- 
gates, no step can or will be taken in 
the direction of treaty making. Why 
In the name of heaven did they meet 
us at all if they are not empowered to 
do business with us? The sooner we 
quit t'je better." 


There is but little doubt that the 


foregoing sums up the feeling of the 
representatives of the allies.

AIR BOAT FOR THE NAVY. 


W. Starling Burg«a§ Designs On* of 


Unusual Biplane Typ*. 


The most remarkable air craft thus 


far designed by any constructor of 
aeroplanes is being built by W. Star- 
ling Burgess at Marblehead, to the or- 
der of the navy department. 


The machine will be an "air boat"— 


that is to say. a craft whose float is a 
single hull, in the bow of which are 
housed pilot and passenger. The de- 
tails of this machine have been left 
wholly to Mr. Burgess, merely with 
the,proviso that it fulfill the require- 
ments of the department in the way 
of reliability, speed and lifting power. 


Mr. Burgess" design is thus described: 
The lower plane, which in span and 


In depth will not be ns large as the 
upper plane, will be superimposed upon 
the hull and will be built absolutely 
rigid. The advantage of this design 
for the hydroaeroplane will be at once 
seen when it is remembered that with 
the single main float, additional pon- 
toons become necessary at the ends of 
the wings in order to give the machine 
stability when on the water. 


In a type which uses ailerons this 


question is not of so much importance, 
as the ailerons are operated from rigid I 
surfaces, but where the warping wing 
method is employed the placing of 
floats at the plane extremities inter- 
feres greatly with the use of the con- 
trols. 
The Burgess scheme for the 


lower surface does away with this dif- i 
ficulty. 


The great novelty in design is found 


in the unper plane, which is designed 
to afford lateral equilibrium to the 
"boat." 


Ordinarily a wind which is warped 


to effect control utilizes for this pur- 
pose only half of its surface, the rest 
being held rigid. Mr. Burgess has so 
designed the new machine as to se- 
cure a warping surface throughout the 
entire upper plane. He is able to do 
this through his very ingenious meth- 
od of supporting this top wing.

New York, Dec. 31.—Estimates vair 


as to the number of people involved 
in the strike of the workers on men's 
and hoys' garments, now in effect^ 
undoubtedly the biggest walkout of 
workers in the clothing trade that 
has taken 
place in the last ten 


years. 
Some of the strike leaders 


say that about 60,000 or 70,000 have) 
gone out. while others fix the figure 
as nearer 100,000, and representatives 
of the New York Clothing Trade as- 
sociation declare that the number of 
employes who have quit in the shops 
of its members is negligible, except in 
a few cases. 


That more people will quit tomor- 


row, however, all agree. The strike is 
of such magnitude that the chamber 
of commerce called a meeting of 
agents of both sides in its office in th» 
hope of bringing about a settlement 
befor.e the strike, as is threatened, 
spreatls all over the country.

MEANS OF UNIFYING CHINA. 


Professor Eliot Says It Need*, Above 


All, a Common Language. 


Charles W. Eliot, president emeritus 


of Harvard university, in closing the 
fourth history conference on recent de- 
velopments in China at Clark univer- 
sity said that China needs a common 
language, a uniform taxation and good 
transportation before the country will 
be well unified. At present China has 
so many dialects that the people from 
different parts of tlie country cannot 
understand each other. China also has 
only 5,000 miles of railways, which are 
not enough for the empire. 


Dr. Eliot spent about three months 


in China during the period of the rev- 
olution on a mission for the Carnegie 
Peace foundation. One day be asked a 
military commander of the Chinese 
army whether a coolie would make a 
good soldier. 
The answer was that 


the coolie would light well provided, 
that he knew what he was fighting for. 


The Chinese people who fought on 


the revolutionary side were ready to 
die for the cause and give their lives 
at any moment, for they knew that 
they were fighting for justice and 
equality. 
Dr. Eliot said that it took 


him several months to get an answer 
to his question regarding the means 
of unifying China. 


"When !he Manchu emperor abdicat- 


ed no political organization was trans- 
mitted to the republic. There was no 
police, no navy, no army, no courts of 
procedure and1 im system of collecting 
revenue. Thy Chinese republic gives a 
promise if it has fair time to Tganize 
its government. 
It took us thirteen 


years to organise our government, and 
so we must be patient with China for 
her slow progress."

"I sincerely hope that there may be 


no more fiy killing contests." said Ed- 
ward Hatch. .Ir., chairman of the fly 
fighting committee of the American 
Civic association, in his paper read 
before tlie ,innn:tl convention of that 
association in Raltimore. "We cannot 
Insist too much or too often upon clean- 
liness as the beginning, middle and euJ 
of the fly fighting campaign. 'Svat the 
By!' as a slogan must give way to 
'Starve the tljT 
The latter is more 


euphonious and infinitely more prac- 
tical." 


The report of the year's work went 


on to say that iu cities in which sub- 
stantial cash prizes were awarded "in 
no case did the number of flics killed 
in the whole of n campaign exceed the 
quantity which could easily be reared 
from an average sized pile of stable 
refuse in the course of a few weeks. 
It would seem that greater results 
might be obtained by conducting cam- 
paigns against dirty stables and back- 
yards, garbage heaps and dumps and 
all places that produce flies and supply 
them with infection." 


The only time at which a fly killing 


contest accomplishes any direct good, 
according to Mr. Hatch, is in the early 
warm weather which brings the hiber- 
nating flies out of their hiding places. 
"If you could flnd and kill all t':e 
spring flies." he says, "there would be 
none to trouble you in the summer."

Gray Expect* to Fly With Panenger 


From Boston to Seattle. 


In celebration of his first anniversary 


as an aviator George A. Gray of Bos- 
ion, holder of several aviation rec- 
ords, both for sliill and endurance, 
slans a Boston-Seattle flight, carrying 
ill his machine a passenger, who will 
je his mechanician, Chauucey Red- 
ding. 


Gray's feat, if accomplished, will be 
he greatest of its kind on record, for 
by the completion of the journey he 
will not only hold the endurance title, 
but the speed record as well, the for- 
mer by reason of the length of the 
trip and the latter because he expects 
to fly from Boston to Chicago in twen- 
ty-four hours without alighting once, 


"My plan may seem impossible to 


thc layman." said Gray, "but after 
long consideration and close study 1 
am convinced it is entirely feasible. 
In the first place, it entails a trip of 
more than 4,000 miles—nearly 5,000. to 
t>e exact, counting digressions from the 
main line between Boston and Seattle. 


"As they used to say on the plains. 


I shall ride light—that is. there will be 
nothing on the machine but what is ab- 
solutely necessary to sustain flight. Of 
course on the first leg—the longest of 
all—that from Boston to Chicago, we 
plan to carry along some sandwiches. 
But outside of such a light lunch there 
will be nothing doing in the eating 
line for either of us until we reach the 
Windy City. 


"For the trip I shall have two Bur- 


gess-Wright, biplanes, one to be used 
regularly, the other in case of emer- 
gency, and the last referred to will be 
as fnlly equipped as tiie one we shall 
leave Boston in for Chicago. 


"We shall be able to carry forty gal- 


lons of gasoline, and this should sus- 
tain us for the first planned leg of the 
trip. The start will be made in April."
